FIXES RESERVE FITNESS 





HE first examination of Class 2 of the 
Naval Reserve officers that is required 
Under the 


by law is now in progress. 
law the Naval Reserves are required “to 
qualify for sea service,” but the Navy 


Department has never carried out this 
provision of the law in conducting exami- 
nations. The World War came on be- 
fore this provision was put into effect and 
in the war the Navy Department was 
compelled to improvise in the selection of 
Reserve officers as in a great many other 
of its activities. After the war Congress 
did not provide sufficient funds for main- 
taining a Naval Reserve, and all of them 
were asked to enter Ciass 6. In effect, 
the Naval Reserves were demobilized com- 
pletely. 

With the reeent appropriations which 
have made it possible to maintain a corps 
of Reserve officers of about 1,200, the at- 
tention of the Navy Department was 
called to the provision of the law requir- 
ing Naval Reservists to “qualify for sea 
service. It is said to have been suggest- 
ed that the Comptroller General might 
raise the point under this provision of 
law and take the position that he was not 
authorized to approve the retainer pay 
for the Reserve officers because the De- 
partment had not complied with the law 
relative to examinations. 


The Department in the conduct of ex- 
aminations will follow the same _ policy 
that it does in the examination of Regu- 


lar Navy officers. In the event of the 
failure of an officer to pass professional 
examination he will be given a second ex- 
amination six montns after his first. It 
Is now planned to hold another examina- 
ton of Reserve officers in August and Sep- 
tember. The papers already received at 
the Department indicate that a number 
of Reservists are not qualified profession- 
ally, and they will be permitted to take a 
second ¢xamination. The Reserve officers 
will he treated as Regulars in every re- 
spect, excepting that the examination will 
not be as exacting as that for the Regular 
Service. A failure physically will dis- 
qualify a Reserve officer same as a Reg- 
ular,

PRESIDENT ORDERS U. S. MARINES 


TO WITHDRAW FROM SAN DOMINGO 





Y the middle of August it is believed 

that all the officers and men of the 
U.S. Marines, with their equipment and 
supplies, will have sailed from San Do- 
mingo for the United States and other 
stations. The, President has issued or- 
ders that the Marines should be with- 
drawn from San Domingo at the earliest 


possible date. 

Of the 1,800 Marines stationed in San 
Domingo 300 are to go to Guantanamo, 
about 500 to San Diego, and the remain- 
der to Quantico. The aviation detach- 
ment of 100 men with fifteen planes will 
be transferred to San Diego. There are 
about twenty-two portable buildings 
which will be transferred to Guantanamo. 
There is also a quantity of provisions and 
ammunition which will be transferred 
from San Domingo and Porta Plata. 

Four vessels Will be available for the 
movement from San Domingo. They are 
the Henderson, Kittery, Buford and Ja- 
son. ‘The Henderson will transfer the 
personnel while the other transports will 
handle the freight. The Henderson will 
also take some freight. : 

The following is the plan for the oper- 
ation of the four vessels as approved by 
the Navy Department. In this connection 
it is stated that he schedule is to a cer- 
tain extent tentative and may be changed. 
but the Department will, as far as possi- 
ble, adhere to this plan: 

The Buford should arrive at Santo Do- 
mingo about June 25 and at Hampton 
Roads about July 6. 

The Henderson should arrive at Santo 
Domingo about June 25 and return _to 
Hampton Roads about July 3. 

The Kittery, it is estimated, should be 
available to load at Santo Domingo or 
Puerto Plata for the United States about 
July 25. 

The Henderson will leave Hampton 
Roads July 12 to embark the Marines 
that are to go to Guantanamo and Quan- 
tico. She will run on the following ap- 
proximate itinerary: Arrive Puerto Plata 
July 16, leave July i7; Santo Domingo 


July 18, leave July 21. Guantanamo July 
23, leave July 23; Quantico July 28, leave 
July 29; Hampton Roads July 30. 

The Henderson will sail from Hampton 
Roads about Aug. 9 to embark the Ma- 
rines for Panama’ and the west coast. 
She should arrive Puerto Plata about Aug. 
13, leave Aug. 14, arrive Santo Domingo 
Aug. 15 and leave about Aug. 16. 

The Buford will sail from Hampton 
Roads about July 14 for Santo Domingo. 
She will load the twenty-two portable 
houses and other freight for Guantanamo. 
She will return to Sdnto Domingo, Puerto 
Plata, or both, as may be required, to load 
for the United Svates. 

The Jason should be ready to sail from 
Hampton Roads about July 22, arriving 
at Santo Domingo about July 28. She 
will ‘load the planes and freight belong- 
ing to the aviation detachment, embark 
the personnel and proceed to San Diego 
when ready. 

It is believed that the above trips will 
practically complete the evacuation of 
Santo Domingo. In case there is a smal? 
quantity of freight left over a few men 
ean be left in charge of it, and it can be 
picked up by the I[‘ttery on her regular 
trip in August, sailing from Hampton 
Roads Aug. 20.

CONSERVATIVE. estimate of the 

number of dark horse candidates at 
the Democratic convention in New York 
this week places it at about twenty-five 
per cent. of the delegates present. At 
least twenty-five per cent. of the delegates 
at large can be put in the list of dark 
horses. : 

In this list are a number of prominent 
soldiers. ‘Those who have received honor- 
able mention in this connection include 
Maj. Gen. Henry T. Allen, retired, Maj. 
Gen. Robert L. Bullard, U.S.A., former 
Assistant Secretary of War Breckinridge, 
who was an overseas colonel, and former 
THational- commander of the American Le- 
gion Alvin Owsley. There are doubtless 
others who are being quietly groomed, 
but this is the list which at this writing 
has been mentioned in the daily press. 

Before this matter appears in print the 
nomination may be made, but at this time 
the Service candidates do not occupy a 
very strong position before the Demo- 
cratic ‘convention. Unfortunately they 
are being mentioned in connection with 
the vice presidecy. The convention will 
break all precedents not only for the Dem- 
ocratie party, but for the Republican 
party, if it selects an outside candidate for 
the vice presidency when there is such a 
contest for the first place. The vice pres- 
idency is usually handed to a prominent 
candidate for the presidency as a consola- 
tion prize. However, the Democratic con- 
vention in New York is doing unprece- 
dented things, and it may be that it will 
follow the lead of the Republican party 
and put a soldier in the second place on 
the ticket. 

Incidentally political erperts say that 
the proceedings of the convention offer an 
excellent opportunity for William Jen- 
nings Bryan and his group of “no more 
war” propagandists. It would be an ex- 
cellent example to the nations of the 
world if he would “outlaw the war” be- 
tween the KKlansmen and anti-Ku Klux- 
ers that is disturbing the convention and 
obseuring the real political issues. From 
the time of the arrival of the first delega- 
tion from the South a religious war has 
been in progress. Mr. Bryan might call 
to his aid a number of other religious 
teachers who have been endeavoring to in- 
oculate the church organizations with 
pacifism and slackerism. Interested _spec- 
tators have suggested that Mr. Bryan 


restore peace among the churches before ° 


he starts out to pacify the world.

QUERY ON CURRY BILL 


Says Naval Academy Is Only 
Source of Supply For 
Efficent Officers 


DISAPPROVES MEASURE 


ib a reply to a letter from Representa- 
tive John J. MacSwain of South Caro- 
lina, the Navy Department restates its 
position on the Curry commissioned war- 
rant bill (H.R. 7072) and declares that 
the only source of supply from which efli- 
cient naval officers may be obtained is the 
Naval Academy. The letter does not sus- 
tain the recommendations of the last an- 
ual report of the Chief of the Bureau of 
Navigation as to the needs of correcting 
the Day act as it is interpreted to apply 
to the commissioned chief and warrant 
officers. The World War is blamed for 
the conditions that existed when the an- 
nual report of the Chief of the Bureau of 
Navigation was written. The letter sets 
forth that the Department would consider 
legislation by which the maximum com- 
pensation for commissioned chief and war- 
rant officers would be $4,998 per year. 
The following is the text of the Secre- 
tary’s letter: 
June 5, 1924. 


The Hon. John J. McSwain, House of Repre- 
sentatives. 

My pEAR CONGRESSMAN McSwatn: Your let- 
ter of May 6, 1924, regarding the advisability 
of legislation looking towards the further open- 
ing up of the commissioned grades of the Navy 
to enlisted personnel has been received. You 
6uggest that, in order to effect this purpose, 
twenty per cent. of the number of ensigns ap- 
pointed each year may be taken from the en- 
listed personnel. You further quote from the 
Annual Report of the Chief of the Bureau of 
Navigation with reference to the personnel 
situation, 

Your quotation from the last Annual Report 
of the Chief of the Bureau of Navigation is 
correctly quoted, although the situation com 
lained of therein has fortunately been relieved. 

e reason for that situation is the fact that 
the war drained from the enlisted personnel into 
temporary and commissioned and warrant status 
ractically all of the ab‘est, most reliable, and 
Pest qualified of the then enlisted personnel 
of the Service. When the war was over and 
the temporary appo'ntments of the warrant 
officers and commissioned officers were revoked, 
a very small percentage only of these officers 
reverted to enlisted status. The majority went 
into civil life or into the Naval Reserve. Sub- 
sequent to the war, due to the influx of new 
material in the enlisted personnel, the Ser- 
vice has assidously trained and improved the 
general body of enlisted men, in order that 
the naval service, as a consequence, may be 
made more efficent and as a necessary cor- 
ollary that enlisted personnel may also furnish 
a desirable source for warrant officers. 

The Fleet Naval Reserve provisions of six- 
teen and twenty-year retirements, of course, 
conflict with and compete with recruits to 
warrant rank. However, applicants for war- 
rant rank are now ample, and the standard 
of these applicants is high. The Service has 
completely mot the needs of a‘'l branches except 
that of machinists, which it is anticipated will 
be met this year. 

The Department does not approve H.R. 7072 
(the Curry bill) for the reason that it believes 
the compensation provided in that bill is ex- 
cessive for the character of duty performed by 
commissioned warrant officers. 

In its letter of April 12, 1924, to the chair- 
man of the Committee on Naval Affa'rs of the 
House of Representatives, in comment on H.R. 
87. a bill somewhat similar in its import to 
H.R, 7072, the Department stated. ‘However, 
there would appear to be some justice in the 
claim that chief warrant officers commissioned 
as such subsequent to June 30, 1922, should 
be allowed credit for all prior enlisted and 
warrant service in the computation of longevity 
increases, in view of the fact that an enlisted 
man with nine years’ service’ (the average 
service after which an enlisted man is advanced 
to the warrant grade) “who is advanced to 
the grade of warrant officer could never ex- 
pect to reach the highest pay of a ch‘ef war- 
rant officer before attaining the retiring age 
of sixty-four years. If legislation were en- 
acted to cover such chief warrant officers, it 
would operate to place them in a special class 
among all other commissioned officers commis- 
sioned after June 30, 1922, because, under 
existing law, no class of commissioned officers 
since the date last mentioned are permitted to 
count for pay purposes any former enlisted or 
Warrant service.” 

The Department further stated in this letter 
that “Should legislation be introduced and. re- 
ferred to this Department correcting the situa- 
tion outlined in the above paragraph by author- 
izing chief warrant officers commissioned as 
such after June 380, 1922, to receive credit 
for all prior enlisted service in the computa- 


tion of longevity pay increases, this Depart- 
ment would give eareful consideration thereto 
and submit it with the Department's recom- 
mendation to the Director of Bureau of the 
Budget for consideration as to whether it came 
within the financial program of the President.” 

Should the above suggestion of the Depart- 
ment be enacted into law, it would allow com- 
missioned or warrant officers to reach a maxi- 
mum compensation of $4,998 per year, which 
the Department considers adequate, instead of 
a maximum under the Curry bill reached after 
the same length of service of $6,357 per year. 

A copy of the Department's letter above 
referred to is enclosed herewith. 

Referring specifically to the suggestion in 
your letter that a certain percentage of vacan- 
cies in the grade of ensign be set aside for en- 
listed men of three or more years’ service, you 
are informed that twelve promotions from war- 
rant and chief warrant officers (former en- 
listed men) are now by statute authorized an- 
nually, and each year those warrant officers 
who apply are given an examination, and if 
qualified for the duties of ensign are commis- 
sioned. So far there has never been a sufficient 
number of qualified candidates to fill the quota 
for any year. 

Furthermore, under the Statutes, 100 enlisted 
men per year may now be appointed as mid- 
shipmen to the Naval Academy, where they are 
given the same education as are other appoin- 
tees to the Naval Academy. Seventy enlisted 
men passed the required examination under this 
statute and will be admitted to the Naval Acad- 
emy this summer. The enlisted men, as you 
know, also have open to them appointment as 
warrant officers, and if qualified may be ad- 
vanced to chief warrant officer. 

From the above, you will realize that qualified 
enlisted men have the opportunity to become 
commissioned officers in the Navy in the regular 
line of promotion and to reach the highest 
ranks of the Navy. 

In considering sources of supply for commis- 
sioned officers of the Navy so'e consideration 
should be given to obtaining the most efficient 
officers. The Navy requires a comm'ssioned 
officer personnel highly technical in character 
wh'ch year by year becomes more and more 
technical, and the education of such officers 
must necessarily follow scientific lines. To 
provide this education the United States Naval 
Academy was founded and is being maintained 
at great expense to the Government. In the 
opin’on of the Department, it is desirable that 
those who are to be commiss‘oned as officers 
in the line of the Navy should receive the pre- 
liminary education afforded by the Naval Acad- 
emy. This education trains them to become 
intelligent students of all the technicalities and 
new appliances of their profession, The cur- 
rculum of the Naval Academy covers the edu- 
cational requirements of an officer of the naval 
service, and its graduates receive the ground 
work for the broad technical knowledge of the 
duties they will be called upon to perform upon 
receiving commissions in the naval service. 
Therefore, the best and practically the only 
source of supply from which efficient naval offi- 
cers may be obtained is the Naval Academy.

ASSIGNMENT OF GEN. PARKER

the latter retires for age on July 18. For 
some time Gen. Graves has been in com- 
mand of the Ist Division as the senior 
oe agg general. It is not thought that 
Gen, Parker would have been assigned to 
a brigade in the division if its commander 
was to continue as a brigadier general. 

There has been a great deal of mystery 
in the Army on account of the failure of 
those in authority to promote Brig. Gen. 
Graves before this. In the World War 
he had an independent command and a 
very difficult asignment while he was on 
duty in Siberia. It was known that he 
had incurred the displeasure of Japan and 
some of the other interested powers in 
carrying out the policy of the adminis- 
tration in Siberia. He was under per- 
sonal instructions from Secretary of War 
Baker to pursue a watchful waiting pol- 
icy and carried out the policy of his gov- 
ernment. It has been hinted from time 
to time that certain powerful diplomatic 
influences have been able to bore within 
Washington and prevent his promotion, 
Several times Gen, Graves’ friends have 
threatened to bring it up in Congress, but 
he has invariably restrained them. Gen. 
Graves has indicated that he does not de- 
sire the War Department criticized be- 
cause he has been passed over by bis jun- 
iors, some of whom did not have as im- 
portant assignments as he did in the war. 

The assignment of Gen. Parker is taken 
to indicate that without any agitation 
Gen. Graves’ work in Siberia and his long 
and efficent service in the Army is about 
to be recognized, 





HISTORY OF PLUCKING BOARD 


Capt. Taussig, after discussing the his- 
tory of the plucking board and rejecting 
a proposal to go back to seniority for the 
higher grades, proposes a plan by which 
he claims the board has ample authority 
to remedy the situation. He dwells on 
the injustice of the present policy under 
which not only captains but commanders 
and lieutenant commanders will not in 
the future have an opportunity to be se- 
lected out for promotion before they re- 
tire for age and grade. Capt. Taussig 
said: 

“This is a new and serious situation, 
not only for the individuals concerned, 
but also for the Service at large. Now 
the Selection Board cannot reduce the to; 
tal of casualties and retirements in the 
captains’ list during the next ten years, 
but it has within its power the determina- 
tion of exactly who the individuals are 
who are to retire. Can the board deter- 
mine this so as to give all captains a fair 
chance for promotion and at the same 
time make selections with a view to the 
special fitness of the officers and the effi- 
ciency of the Service?” 

Capt. Taussig answers these questions 
in the affirmative. He goes into the situ- 
ation somewhat at detail, saying in the 
close of the discussion of the subject: 

“Let us suppose, for example, that the 
following procedure is adopted by the Se- 
lection Board: After meeting and before 
the beginning of the selections a block of 
names, taken from the last Navy Regis- 
ter. is determined upon, from which the 
selection will be made. This block in- 
cludes, under all circumstances, all cap- 
tains, who being in their normal position 
on the list (that is, never having lost 
numbers for any reason whatsoever), will, 
if not selected for promotion at this meet- 
ing of the board, retire for age and grade 
before the selections made by the next 
board become effective. Or this block may 
include, at the discretion of the board, 
all captains who will soon retire, irre- 
spective of whether or not they had pre- 
viously lost position. The ,board may, of

LEGAL DEPARTMENT 


COMMUTATION OF QUARTERS FOR 
DEPENDENTS 


An officer of the Navy has petitioned the 
Court of Claims through his attorneys, King 
and King, Washington, D.C., to allow a claim 
for commutation of quarters, heat and light for 
his dependents while en route to the Philippine 
Is!ands and while on shore duty there under 
the act of April 16, 1918. 

The Comptroller of the Treasury disallowed 
the claim on the ground that the duty per- 
formed was neither “field duty” or duty “with- 
out the territorial jurisdiction of the United 
States.’ The Secretary of the Navy later is- 
sued an order defining duty in the Philippine 
Islands as “field duty.’ 


Ansell and Bailey, counsel for the Legal .De- 
partment, gave opinions upon inquiries sub- 
mitted to the department as follows: 

(1) An enlisted man of the National Guard 
who is detailed to care of the equipment of his 
organization is not entitled to the additional 
pay provided for such work by the act of March 

, 1922, during attendance at annual encamp- 
iat but only to the pay of an enlisted man 
of corresponding grade in the Reguiar Army. 
See 1 Comp. Gen., 602. 

(2) In computing a four-year period of ser- 
vice necessary to entitle an enlisted man of the 
Coast Guard to continuous service pay or pay 
authorized under G.O. 34 for the period of the 
war enlistment from which he has received an 
honorable discharge under act of July 11, 1919, 
he is entitled to credit for three years. 

(3) The general rule is that pay forfeited by 
reason of the sentence of a court-martial re- 
mains forfeited and unaffected by any subse- 
quent action taken in disapproval or modifica- 
tion of the court-martial proceedings or sen- 
tence if such proceedings were not void; other- 
wise, however, where the court-martial being 
without jurisdiction to try the case or render 
the sentence, its action was null and void, in 
which case the pay must be regarded as never 
having been forfeited. 

(4) It can be said as a general rule that 
the right to travel allowances upon discharge 
or retirement will be held to have been waived 
or forfeited in cases where there is unreason- 
able delay in performing the travel after dis- 
charge or retirement, the theory being that such 
delay voluntarily indulged destroys the publie 
and official character of the travel and makes 
it purely a matter of personal pleasure or con- 
venience.

NAVY POST-GRADUATE 
SCHOOL NOT TO MOVE 


LTHOUGH 0no official announcement 

has been given out, it is generally 
known that the board headed by Rear Adm. 
Shoemaker, U.S.N,, appointed to investi- 
gate the proposal for removing the post- 
graduate school from the Naval Academy, 
has reported adversely. The board went 
into the subject at great length and took 
under consideration, among other things, 
the proposal to move the school to Chi- 
cago. But even with the attractive offer 
from the University of Chicago, the board 
decided that it would be unwise to re- 
move the post-graduate school from the 
atmosphere of the Naval Academy. 

Even if the board had reported favor- 
ably upon the move, it is doubtful whether 
there would be any immediate steps taken 
in this direction. According to some esti- 
mates, it would cost a million dollars, to 
take the school away from the Naval 
Academy and locate it at Chicago or any 
other university. At the time when Con- 
gress is trying to make a record on econ- 
omy, even to the extent of failing to main- 
tain the treaty ratio of the Navy, it would 
be impossible to secure the necessary ap- 
propriations for the change. 
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PROMOTION IN THE 
MEDICAL DEPT. RESERVE 


T is the desire of the Surgeon General 
of the Army that officers of the Medical 
Department Reserve be informed that ex- 
isting War Department policy does not 


the English avi- 


provide for the automatic promotion of 
Reserve officers after each five-year ap- 
pointment. Officers become eligible after 


each five-year period in grade for advance- 
ment to the next higher grade. In order 
for the Reserve officer concerned to secure 
premotion, he must make application to the 
commanding officer of the corps area in 
which he resides. 

It is urged by the Surgeon General that 
officers on becoming eligible for promotion, 
submit their applications at least 90 days 
prior to the expiration of existing appoint- 
ment, so that reappointment may be made 
in the higher grade of those officers found 
sualified for promotion. Officers eligible 
for advancement whose applications are 
not submitted in sufficient time to effect 
reappointment in the advanced grade, are 
advised to accept reappointment in the 
same grade when submitted by The Ad- 
jutant General, with the assurance that 
promotion will follow if they are found 
qualified. It is pointed out by the Sur- 
geon General that failure on the part of 
Medical Department Reserve officers to ac- 
cept reappointment automatically sepa- 


rates them, due to the operation of law, 
from the Organized Reserves.

Instruction in this course is given 
in the following subjects: Military or- 
ganization, conduct of war and methods 
of training, orders, tactics and technique 
of the separate branches, staff duties, 
finance, and topography.

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NAVY OVER ITS LIMIT 
IN ENLISTED PERSONNEL 
ORDERS have been issued by the Bu- 
reau of Navigation, Navy Depart- 
ment instructing officers on recruiting ser- 
vice to slow down in enlistments, because 


the Navy is now over its ‘authorized 
strength. Until the strength drops, re- 


cruiting officers are cautioned not to ac- 


cept candidates except under extraordi- 
nary circumstances. 

The Navy Department now believes 
that the new provision governing enlist- 


nents can be put into effect without seri- 
ously interfering with the manning of the 
ships. 

As of June 21 the total enlisted strength 
of the Navy was 87,179. Since July 1, 
1923, the Navy Department had obtained 
23,952 first enlistments, but after de- 
ducting 655 due to underage and physi- 
eal disability discharges, the net number 
of first enlistments totaled 23,297. Three 
days later, that of June 24, the 
net first enlistments numbered 23,309.

Chief of the Bureau of Navigation, 
will leave Washington on June 30 for an 
inspection trip of the western recruiting 
stations and shore stations.

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ARMY ARGONAUT SHOWS 
COUNTRY WAY TO GAIN 
AIR’S GOLDEN FLEECE 


HE @awn to dusk flight of Lt. Rus- 

sell I. Maughan of the Army Air Ser- 
vice acrcss the continent is another great 
victory for our aviation. 

It is to be hoped that this flight will 
finally wake our people to the necessity 
to brirg about, not only an immediate 
development of our aviation, but what is 
more important, prevent it from practical- 
ly going out of existence, as will be the 
ease particularly with commercial avia- 
tion unless immediate steps are taken. 

First the Spaniards and then the Rus- 
sians. reached the Pacific coast while our 
attention was primarily centered on the 
Atlantic Seaboard, with a certain interest 
in the direction of the Mississppi Valley. 
When we finally, definitely turned our 
faces to the West, the Pacific coast could 
only be reached from the Atlantic by an 
eleven-month wagon trip, or a trip of 
several months by sailing vessels around 
South America. 

In each case the uncertainties of travel 
were so great that it was an open ques- 
tion as to whether or not the voyager 
would ever arrive. It took war with 
Mexico, which inherited the Spanish do- 
minions in our part of this continent, to 
establish our title to the greater part of 
the Pacific coast. 

It almost led to a war with Great 
Britain to establish our title to Oregon 
and Washington because she, with her sea 
power, reached this part of our present 
Pacific coast prior to the time when our 
settlers arrived in such numbers as to 
establish our claim beyond question. 


Probably Russia’s lack of sea power due 
to her lack of sea transportation had 
more to do with the facility with which 
she gave up her California holdings and 
subsequently sold us Alaska than any one 





other factor. Had she possessed the sea 
power which she always craved, it might 
have taken a war with her to get her out 
of this continent in the same way that 
Japanese had to fight her to drive her 
back from the Korean and Chinese coast. 

The fastest train that ever crossed the 
continent took seventy-one hours and 
twenty-seven minutes—this was a special. 
The ordinary time including the necessary 
stop in Chicago is over four days. This 
is a vast improvement over eleven months 
by wagon. Eighteen hours, sixteen min- 
utes actual flying time, or twenty-one 
hours, forty-four minutes, the total elapsed 
time, is a great improvement on the train 
time. 

When it is further considered that the 
train must stick to its track and is sub- 
ject to all the delays incident to the 
maintenance of that track with its nu- 
merous bridges, culverts and tunnels all 
easily damaged by either man or nature, 
while the air above our continent offers 
virtually a free passage, at the same time 
to as many thousands of airplanes as we 
choose to build and provide facilities for 
using, the tremendous advantage of the 
possession of adequate aviation both in 
peace and war is obvious. 

From the beginning of time communi- 
cation has been the secret of power; with 
it the nations have risen and without it 
they have fallen. 


TRIP TO U.S.S. COLORADO 
SHOULD PROVE ANTIDOTE 
TO PACIFISM 


ONE of the principal controversies in 
the last session of Congress was the 
question of correcting the obvious defi- 
ciencies of our Navy resulting from our 
failure to keep up with the improvements 
shown by the war to be necessary. 

Undoubtedly this question will be one 
of the issues of the campaign, it also will 
be one of the principal matters to be 
brought up the next session of Congress. 
While the Republicans being in power, 
must accept the primary responsibility, 
the Democrats in so far as their repre- 
sentatives in the Senate and House are 
concerned are equally culpable. 

All the leading Democrats of the coun- 
try are assembled this week in New York. 
While many of them will be busy prac- 
tically continuously throughout the con- 
vention; the majority of the delegates will 
have ample time in which to amuse them- 
selves. Along with the opportunities pre- 
sented by Broadway there is a greater 
opportunity which should not be neglected. 
The battleship Colorado, our latest and 
most perfect from a naval point of view, 
is at the Brooklyn Navy Yard. There 
ean be no doubt that her captain, officers 
and crew will be only too pleased to show 
the delegates and their families anything 
and everything connected with this ship. 

The difficulty of merely finding one’s 
way around the ship should impress the 
most careless and the most ignorant of 
the intricacies of naval construction. A 
visit to one of the turrets should bring a 
realization of the difficult position occu- 
pied by the officers and men who man the 
turret guns and the unfairness in adding 
to their natural handicaps by having to 
list the ship in order to get the battle 
ranges which foreign gun crews can ob- 
tain without difficulty and without which 
our people can be sunk before they can 
even reach the enemy. 

All landsmen always want to visit the 
engine room. This certainly is another 
part of the ship which should convince 
the most skeptical that trained crews are 
not produced over night, or for that mat- 
ter even in the course of a few months. 

The most hard-headed should be taken 


immediately and given an explanation of 
the fire control system. If after that they 
still believe it unnecessary carefully, 
persistently, over a long period of time, 
build up a Navy in time of peace there is 
no hope for them. Nothing short of the 
shells from the enemies guns bursting in 
their own homes, a result 
quate Navy can prevent, 
vince.

HERE appeared in current issues of 

the ARMY AND Navy JourRNAL and in 
the Infantry Journal articles pertaining 
to athletic activities of the American 
Force in China. 

The article referred to announced that 
the 15th Infantry had won the basketball 
championship of the Orient by defeating 
the U.S. Marines for the title. This is a 
feat that speaks for itself and one that 
rightfully causes all of the Army to ex- 
tend to the Infantry team its heartiest 
congratulations. In addition to announc- 
ing that the 11th Infantry was now the 
proud possessor of the pennant emblem- 
atic of the basketball championship of the 
Orient for 1923-24, the statement was 
made (probably by a misinformed corre- 
spondent) that for several years prior to 
the winning of this championship that ath- 
letics had been at a low ebb in the 15th 
Infantry. 

With that statement the writer desires 
to take issue. 

The facts as set forth below are not hear- 
say, but are facts derived from observa- 
tion and participation by a member of 
the China Expedition from 1919 to the 
end of the athletic season of 1922. In 
fairness to all members of the China Ex- 
pedition, both officers and enlisted men, 
during that period the following record is 
submitted regarding athletic activities in 
China in those years.

length of the service requirement.” 

Capt. Taussig goes on to contend that 
when it becomes known to be the settled 
policy of the board to make selections in 
this manner that officers who were not 
included in the block would not be re- 
garded as having been passed over. Fur- 
thermore, it is the contention of Capt. 
Taussig that it hag ceased to be regarded 
as a stigma for an officer to be passed 
over, and that as time passes it will be 
regarded as an exception when an officer 
is not passed over. The grade of a cap- 
tain, he states, will be regarded as nor- 
mally the highest to be obtained by offi- 
cers before retirement. In only excep- 
tional cases will he be promoted to rear 
admiral. 

There is also a good deal of support in 





the Navy Department for a proposition 
by which ofticers will not be regarded as 
eligible for flag rank who have not gradu- 
ated from the Navy War College. It is 
possible that this idea may be put in the 
form of a bifl and introduced at the next 
session of Congress. In some quarters it 
is believed that this is one of the ideas in 
the mind of Representative Brtten when 
he wrote his letters. In a general way, 
the advocates of this plan insist that such 
a provision of law should be made effec- 
tive at some future date with the proviso 
that selection boards should give due con- 
sideration to the claims of graduates of 
the War College for selection. 

One of the advocates of this proposition 
declares that it is time that more support 
be given to the War College in shaping 
the policy of the Navy Department. He 
calls attention to the fact that in the Army 
an officer is not eligible for duty on the 
General Staff until he Las taken a course 
at the Army War College. The govern- 
ment, he says, is spending about $125.000 
a year maintaining the Navy War Col- 
lege, but its importance is not being rec- 
ognized by selection boards. 





APPROPRIATIONS FOR 1925 


AUTHOUGH the distribution of the ap- 

propriationgs for 1925 has not been 
completed by the War and Navy Depart- 
ments, the esitmates for 1926 have al- 
ready been taken up by the budget offi- 
cers in both departments. On June 30 
Gen. Lord, the Director of the Budget, 
will deliver his annual address, at whi 
he will not only review the work of the 
past year, but indicate the policy of the 
next fiscal year. course, President 
Coolidge will outkine the general policy of 
the Administration for the next fiscal 
year, but it is expected that Gen. Lord 
will go into the details sufficiently to in- 
dicate what treatment wil be given the 
Army and Navy estimates. 

Under a — of the Army Appro- 
priation bill, which was adopted in the 
last hour of the last session of this Con- 
gress, the: War Department is asked to 
make a recommendation for a _ ten-year 
building program for bavracks and quar- 
ters for the Regular Army. The General 
Staff and the branches have been giving 
this a very searching study for now over 
a year. There is no doubt that the War 
Department will be ready to submit this 
report to Congress on the day that it con- 
venes. This will be the chief increase 
asked for the Regular Establishment‘ 
There doubtlessly will be an _ increase 
asked under the head of Organized Re- 
serves which will be based upon the ex- 
perience in this year’s training camps. It 
is expected that the items for this pur- 
pose wll grow until at least one-third of 
the Reserve officers will be in camp 
year and the C.M.T.C. will be expanded 
to 100,000. This is the mark set by the 
late President Harding and will probably 
be reached in two or three years if the 
Congress will support the War Depart- 
ment with adequate appropriations. 

It is assumed that the Navy Depart- 
ment will be very insistent upon includ- 
ing in the budget estimates for new con- 
struction. The authorities will contend 
that there ig to be included in the esti- 
mates appropriations for the cruiser bill 
which was held up in the Senate by Sena- 
tor King just before adjourning. The 
cruiser bill had passed the House and the 
Senate, and Senator King moved the re- 
consideration of the bill. In the rugh.to 
get away it was impossible to b this 
motion to a vote and under the rules of 
the Senate a bill is not regarded as hav- 
ing passed as long as such a motion is 
pending. This will be the status of the 
bill when Congress convenes in Decem- 
ber, and it is not believed that Senator 
King’s dilatory tactics will hold it u 
over a week or so. The bill will be p 
in plenty of time to authorize @stfmates 
for the beginnng of the construction of 
the cruisers. 


GENERAL BOARD DISCUSSING 
SELECTION 


‘THE Navy General Board has taken a 
hand in the discussion of selection and 
retirement. It is stated that before the 
publication of the Britten letters it had 
under consideration a recommendation for 
the amendment of the retirement law so 
that officers could be retired for age, fix- 
ing as a basis the number of years after 
their graduation from the Academy. This 
is a substitute for the present retirement 
for age and grade. 

Such a policy is more in harmony with 
the new Pay act. The General Board has 
not agreed on the subject, but is simply 
making a study of the advisability of such 
a change in the law.

COAST GUARD NOTES 
Btsn. (L) Joseph T. Springer, officer in 
charge of the Coast Guard station at Wild- 


wood, N.J., was retired June 24, having reached 
the age of sixty-four. 

The proposal of the Western Electric Co. 
for 150 receiving and transmitting radio sets 
for installation on the seventy-five-foot patrol 
boats, was accepted by Headquarters on June 
18, that being the lowest bid in price. 

Enlisted strength of the service on June 7 
was 4,240, and on June 14 the total was 4,471, 
a net gain for the week of 231, or a net gain 
of 890 since May 11, 1924. 

Capt. O. Crisp has been designated as 
the Treasury Department representative to par- 
ticipate in the meeting called by the Navy De- 
partment for the planning of a proposed re- 
search expedition in oceanography, at which 
conference the character and extent of work 
to be undertaken will be discussed. Should it 
appear as a result of the conferences of the 
various governmental interests concerned that 
such an expedition would be productive of com- 
mensurate benefits, the Navy Department will 
consider requesting Congress for sufficient funds 
for the purpose. 

An amendment will shortly be issued to the 
Uniform Regulations for Commissioned and 
Warrant Officers pertaining to the uniforms of 
commissioned and warrant officers holding origi- 
nal temporary appointments under the act ap- 
proved April 21, 1924. These officers will be 
Tequired to provide themselves only with service 
coat and trousers, blue and white, cap, black 
belt, sword and knot, slfoulder marks, overcoat, 
raincoat. leggings. and the usual equipment of 
white shirts, black tie, shoes, ete. 


International Ice Patrol 


Below is an extract from the summary of 
the cruise of the Tampa during the period May 
19 to June 4, 1924, while on International 
Ice Patrol duty in the North Atlantic Ocean: 

“This cruise has been characterized by con- 
tinued extraordinary absence of ice in the vi- 
cinity of steamer lanes, and by better weather 
than is usually experienced in this season. 
Some twenty-two per cent. of fog has been ex- 
perienced, in contrast with thirty to forty per 
cent. given on pilot chart, and only some three 
per cent. of actual gales, this in contrast with 
the pilot chart eight to ten per cent. 

“Information gleaned in St. John's and on 
the cruise to Belle Isle would indicate that not 
only have fewer bergs than usual come down 
from the Arctic regions this year, but field ice 
conditions have permitted a greater percentage 
of these to drift inshore and ground than usual, 
especially in the bight between Cape Bauld and 
Funk Island.”

The Ossipee on June 12 commenced coaling 
ship at 9:10 a.m. at the Pocahontas Coal Wharf, 
Portland, Me., and at 10:55 a.m. finished coal- 
ing, having taken on i20 tons of coal, and un- 
moored from the coal wharf at 11:10 a.m. The 
Ossipee would like to know if any coal-burning 
ship in the service can beat that for a coaling

curities, in that companies of rather doubtful 
resources “‘guarantee’’ the stocks of equally 
doubtful subsidiaries. The legitimate use of 
the word ‘‘guarantee’’ refers almost entirely 
to railroad issues whereby interest and divi 
dends and other considerations are guaran- 
teed by a responsible corporation. 

Because the word is sometimes misapplied 
the investor should investigate before buying 
guaranteed securities and not accept such is-

sues on the strength of the prefix. In the 
cases where the word is used rightfully the 
securities will stand the strictest examina- 


The points to be inquired into are first, 
the responsibility of the guarantor; second, 
the equity and earning power of the security 
itself; and third, the terms of the contract 
or lease. 

It goes without saying that if the guaran- 
tor does not possess the financial strength to 
live up te the term incurred by the contract,

There are sometimes clauses in the contract 
or lease that the investor should know about 
For example, the amount of the interest or 
dividend guaranteed semetimes depends upon 
the earning power of the leased line and is 
not a fixed rate. 

Guaranteed railroad 
the time of the first consolidation of short 
lines into trunk lines shortly after the close 
of the Civil War. In the early stages of 
railroading short lines only were construeted. 
Naturally these radiated from the larger cen- 
ters of population. When the necessity arose 
for through lines connecting distant points, 
the entrance into and best locations for ter 
minals in the larger cities often were already 
in the possession of the short lines. The 
only alternative was to buy these properties 
or lease them. For many reasons outright 
purchase was often inexpedient. An example 
of this is found in the creation of the Penn 
sylvania Railroad system from New York to 
Chicago. The original Pennsylvania ran from 
Harrisburg to Philadelphia. Short lines were 
later acquired and in 1869 a road from Pitts 
burgh to Chicago was leased, and in 1871 
two other lines were leased, extending the 
failroad to New York. Thus the through line 
materialized. The Delaware, Lackawanna and 
Western is another outstanding example of 
the creation of a trunk road by leasing and 
drawing together a number of short lines. 
The Morris and Essex extends from Phillips 
burg to Hoboken, N.J., and forms the New 
York terminal for this line 

It can be seen from these instances just 
how important a réle leased lines play in the 
transportation system of the country. With- 
out the New York and Harlem Railroad the 
New York Central would be sadly handicapped 
and the idea of defaulting the dividends on 
the New York and Harlem guaranteed stocks, 
which form the rental of the lines, is almost 
inconceivable. A situation that lays emphasis 
to the stability of dividends on guaranteed 
stocks is found in the case of the Chicago 
and Alton. This company went into receiver- 
ship some time ago and defaulted on all its 
own bonds with the exception of one issue. 
Despite its financial difficulties Chicago and 
Aiton did not fail to pay promptly dividends 
on the Joliet and Chicago Railroad stock, 
which it guarantees and which affords the 
only entrance of this road into Chicago. 

Because of the important position which 
the leased lines occupy in the various railroad 
systems, the rental for these lines, that is 
the interest or dividends guaranteed on their 
securities, form a fixed charge of the guaran- 
tor. These dividends must be paid after the 
operating expenses and precede or fall in the 
same class with the claims for interest of the 
first mortgage bondholders. In nearly all 
cases the lease provides that the guarantor 
pay all taxes, thus releasing the investor from 
the normal Federal income tax. Furthermore, 
an advantage found in guaranteed stocks is 
the great length of time which the leases run, 
either 99, 999 years or in perpetuity, and 
the consequence relief from the necessity of 
providing for reinvestment, or amortizing the 
principal, as in the case of bonds. Guaran 
teed stocks also possess the convenience of 
being registered in the name of the owner, 
thus preventing loss, and of dividends being 
mailed directly in the form of checks. The
